Preface 


AVING  passed  the  age  of  three  score  years,  and 
realizing  that  I  have  not  for  myself,  nor  am 
I  able  to  hand  down  to  my  descendants  any 
information  regarding  the  genealogy  or  history 
of  our  American  ancestors,  1  concluded  that,  for  the 
generations  to  come,  I  could  render  no  more  appreciative 
service  than  to  devote  some  time  and  effort  in  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  a  brief  history  of  our  lineal  ancestors. 

This  is  being  especially  prepared  for  the  descendants 
of  Arthur  Humphrey  who  settled  in  Woodstock,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1686,  and  the  descendants  of  James  Morgan, 

who  came  to  this  country  in  1636  from  Wales.

1  will  not  attempt  to  give  consideration  to  families 
bearing  similar  names  except  the  lineal  descendants  of 
these  two  ancestors. 
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History 

HAVE  been  unable  no  learn  the  date  of  arrival 
in  this  country  of  our  first  Humphrey  ancestor. 

The  first  record  I  have  been  able  to  obtain 
of  a  lineal  Humphrey  ancestor  in  this  country 
is  that  of  Arthur  Humphrey  (hailing  from  Boston), 
found  in  the  records  of  a  drawing  of  lots  on  which  homes 
were  built  in  New  Roxbury,  afterwards  called  Woodstock, 
which  was  settled  in  April,  1686.  Thirteen  planters,  or 
“the  old  thirteen,”  as  they  were  referred  to,  provided, 
at  a  meeting  held  in  Roxbury  on  July  21,  1686,  for  the 
drawing  of  home  lots.  The  drawing  took  place  on  the 
28th  day  of  August,  that  year.  Thirty-nine  people,  who 
were  the  first  settlers  of  Roxbury,  took  part  in  the 
drawing.  Say  the  old  records:  “After  solemn  prayer  to 
God,  who  is  the  Disposer  of  all  things,  they  drew  lots 
according  to  the  agreement,  every  man  being  satisfied 
and  contented  with  God’s  disposal.” 

The  records  show  that  Arthur  Humphrey  was  one 
of  these  39. 

The  records  are  not  clear  as  to  the  number  of 
children  this,  the  first  family,  had.  It  docs  record, 
however,  the  fact  that  his  second  son  was  named 

A 

Ebenezer,  who  had  a  son  Arthur,  from  whom  the  name, 
without  a  break,  continues  down  to  the  present  time. 

The  Humphreys,  in  the  communities  in  which 
they  resided,  were  people  of  prominence  and  no  doubt 


/ 


, 
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highly  regarded  by  their  fellow-citizens.  From  the  date 
of  their  settlement,  we  find  them  occupying  positions 
of  trust  as  civilians,  in  the  business  world,  church 
affairs,  and  in  defense  of  our  country. 

Arthur  Humphrey,  “the  first,”  was  a  farmer  and 
recognized  among  the  prosperous  ones  in  those  days; 
was  a  Deacon  in  the  Church,  a  selectman,  constable, 
and  freeman.  His  military  record  shows  he  served  in 
times  of  Indian  uprisings  and  in  defense  of  the  Colonies 
during  the  French  War. 

While  the  records  especially  mention  his  devotion 
to  the  Church  and  Christian  tendencies,  it  is  shown  that 
he,  together  with  many  other  prominent  citizens,  was 
fined  on  various  occasions  sums  as  high  as  two  shillings 
for  not  attending  divine  services  on  Sunday. 

His  son  Ebenezer  (second  family)  was  also  active 
in  military  defense  against  the  Indians  and  in  the  French 
War.  Ebenezer’s  son,  Arthur  “the  second,”  (third 
family)  was  also  active  in  Indian  defense  and  a  soldier  in 
the  Revolutionary  War.  Ebenezer  “the  second,” 
brother  of  Arthur  “the  second”  received  special  mention 
for  his  bravery,  sacrifice,  and  loyalty  to  his  country. 
The  following  is  a  quotation  from  page  551  of  the 
“History  of  Oxford”: 

“At  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution,  Capt. 
Ebenezer  Humphrey  was  in  the  vigor  of  his  manhood 
and  early  participated  in  the  privations  and  perils  of  the 
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war.  He  was  out  as  First  Lieut,  at  New  York  in  1776, 
at  the  taking  of  Burgoyne  in  1777,  and  afterwards 
commanded  a  company  stationed  near  Rhode  Island  to 
guard  the  shores.  But  during  the  war  his  services  at 
home  were  little  less  valuable  than  in  the  field.  It  is  a 
singular  fact  but  it  must  be  an  acknowledged  one,  that 
the  war  of  the  Revolution  originated  in  the  spirit  of 
our  towns,  and  was  prosecuted  by  their  means  .  .  . 

Capt.  Humphrey  shared  largely  in  the  administration 
of  these  municipal  affairs,  and  notwithstanding  his  means 
were  limited,  he  contributed  what  would  be  equivalent 
to  one-third  of  the  support  of  one  soldier  during  the  war. 
Under  the  pension  law  of  1832,  he  received  a  partial 
return  for  the  great  sacrifice  he  had  made  in  the  service 
of  his  country.  He  always  spoke  with  much  feeling  of 
the  distresses  of  the  people  after  the  war,  growing  out 
of  a  depreciated  currency,  coupled  with  enormous 
taxation.  It  finally  led  to  Shays’  Rebellion.  But  al¬ 
though  Oxford  was  a  Shays  town,  Capt.  Humphrey 
stood  firmly  on  the  side  of  the  government  and  the  laws; 
and  when  he  found  great  numbers  of  his  friends  embodied 
and  about  to  rush  into  civil  war,  he  coolly  advised  them 
that  they  ‘had  better  go  home.’  He  was  a  patriot  in 
the  true  and  best  sense  of  the  term.  His  patriotism  was 
based  on  a  sense  of  civil  and  religious  duty  and  not  on 
a  miserable  selfishness  that  seeks  nothing  but  popular 
favor.  He  was  long  one  of  the  deacons  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  in  Oxford.  His  character  was  not  less

remarkable  for  his  piety  than  his  patriotism:  and  he  will 
long  be  remembered  as  a  sample  of  those  men  of  another 
age  who  not  only  had  the  valor  to  achieve,  but  the 
virtue  to  perpetuate  our  national  independence.” 

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  any  lineal  descendant 
of  Arthur  Humphrey  (first  family)  achieved  any  military 
rank  higher  than  that  of  Captain. 

Arthur  Humphrey,  “the  second,”  great  grand' 
father  of  the  generation  of  the  author,  was  born  in  Wood' 
stock  June  9,  1  735;  served  in  Captain  Towne’s  Company, 
Colonel  Learned’s  Regiment,  and  on  April  20,  1775,* 
marched  on  Lexington  alarm;  afterwards  enlisted  in  the 
Continental  Army. 

His  son,  Arthur  “the  third,”  was  born  in  Wood' 
stock,  June  17,  1 770,  and  moved  to  Holland,  Erie 
County,  New  York,  1S07.  Shows  no  military  record 
other  than  forming  an  organization  to  protect  citizens 
near  Holland  by  erecting  a  fort  on  his  farm,  called  Fort 
Humphrey,  which  he  and  his  gallant  neighbors  used  as 
a  defense  during  the  War  of  1S12. 

One  liistorian  writes  of  the  Humphreys  that  they 
were  strong,  sturdy,  intellectual,  and  an  extremely  patri' 
otic  race  and  universally  known  as  great  talkers.

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ISAAC  MORGAN 


UR  first  Morgan  ancestor  was  James  Morgan, 
who  landed  in  Boston  in  April,  1636,  together 
with  two  brothers,  John  and  Miles,  having 
sailed  from  Bristol  in  March,  1636,  hailing  from 
Landalf,  Glamorgan  County,  Wales,  where  James  was 
born  in  1607. 

John  Morgan  it  seems  was  a  high  churchman  and 
formed  a  dislike  to  the  posterity  of  the  Puritans.  He 
left  Boston  in  disgust  soon  after  their  arrival  for  more 
congenial  society  in  Virginia. 

Miles  Morgan,  the  youngest  brother,  bom  in  1615, 
on  his  arrival  in  Boston,  or  soon  after,  joined  a  party  of 
immigrants,  mostly  from  Roxbury,  and  founded  the 
settlement  of  Springfield,  Mass.  From  this  branch  of 
the  family  John  Pierpont  Morgan,  of  New  York,  seems 
to  be  a  descendant.  The  wife  of  James  Goodwin,  of 
Hartford,  at  one  time  President  of  the  Connecticut 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  her  brother,  Junius 
Morgan,  of  London,  one  of  the  celebrated  firm  of 
George  Peabody  &  Company,  are  also  among  his 
descendants. 

James  Morgan,  the  elder  brother  and  our  lineal 
ancestor,  removed  first  to  Plymouth,  thence  to  Roxbury 
near  Boston  about  1640.  On  August  6th  of  that  year 
he  married  Margery  Hill.  Was  made  a  Freeman  May, 
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1643,  and  a  Freeholder  as  late  as  1650,  the  year  he  was 
supposed  to  go  to  Pequot,  Conn.,  now  New  London, 
and  had  a  house  lot  assigned  to  him.  Early  in  that  year 
he  had  lands  granted  him  which  he  occupied  as  his 
homestead,  and  further  described  on  the  records  as  having 
been  given  to  him  “six  acres  of  upland,  where  the  wig¬ 
wams  were  in  the  path  that  goes  from  his  house  towards 
the  culvers  among  the  rocky  hills.”  Here  he  continued 
to  occupy  his  homestead  on  the  path  to  New  street,  or 
“Cape  Ann  Lane,”  until  March,  1657. 

He  was  one  of  the  “townsmen”  or  selectmen  of 
New  London  and  was  one  of  the  first  “Deputies”  sent 
from  New  London  plantations  to  the  General  Court  at 
Hartford,  May  session,  1657,  and  was  nine  times  after¬ 
wards  chosen  a  member  of  that  grave  and  important 
assembly,  the  last  time  in  1670.  Among  the  names  of 
his  associates  and  companions  comprising  the  General 
Court  or  Colonial  Assembly  in  May,  1657,  were  his¬ 
torical  names  representing  the  important  towns  and 
plantations  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut.  John  Win- 
throp  was  Governor  at 'chat  time  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  Southampton,  on  Long  Island,  was  among 
the  plantations  represented.  To  this  carefully  selected 
body  of  men  was  entrusted  the  whole  sovereign  power 
of  the  Colony  and  the  administration  of  ics  government 
in  every  department,  civil,  criminal,  ecclesiastical,  and 
military. 

James  Morgan  seemed  to  have  impressed  that  body 
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of  men  with  a  high  sense  of  his  sterling  honesty  and 
integrity  of  character,  and  it  appears  that  in  a  contro- 
versy  between  the  General  Court  and  the  New  London 
plantation  over  boundaries  and  jurisdiction,  it  was 
ordered  that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  to  three 
arbitrators  mutually  agreed  upon.  New  London  named 
their  own  townsman,  James  Morgan,  a  party  to  their 
own  interest,  but  nevertheless,  it  is  recorded  that  the 
General  Court  promptly  accepted  him,  and  without 
naming  another,  agreed  to  submit  to  his  sole  decision, 
which  when  made,  seemed  to  have  satisfied  all  parties. 

It  is  further  shown  by  the  records,  as  a  mark  of 
distinction  and  honor,  that  James  Morgan,  and  Obediah 
Brown  were  chosen  to  seat  the  people  in  the  meeting 
house  and  that  while  so  doing,  the  inhabitants  should 
remain  in  silence.  (Minutes  from  the  Church  Records.) 

In  1661  James  Morgan  was  selected  one  of  a  com' 
mittee  of  the  General  Court  to  lay  out  the  bounds  of 
New  London  on  the  east  side  of  the  river.  The  records 
show  that  from  about  this  time  James  Morgan  began 
to  sign  his  name  Senior,  his  oldest  son,  James,  afterwards 
Captain  James,  being  then  nearly  21  years  of  age. 

In  1662,  his  list  on  the  town  assessment  stood  the 
third  highest  in  amount,  and  among  the  taxpayers  ol  the 
year,  about  100  in  number,  only  seven  had  a  list  exceeding 
£200.  James  Morgan’s  list  was  £250,  a  large  estate  in 
those  primitive  days.

The  spot  where  he  first  built  his  house  in  Groton, 
Conn.,  1657,  where  he  afterwards  resided,  and  where  he 
died,  is  about  three  miles  from  Groton  Ferry  on  the  road 
to  Poquonoc  Bridge,  and  this  patriarchal  homestead  from 
that  day  descended  by  inheritance  through  an  unbroken 
line  of  James  Morgans  for  six  generations,  and  it  is 
worthy  of  notice  in  connection  with  this  fact  that,  for 
eight  generations  as  they  succeeded  each  other  in  regular 
order  of  individual  precedent,  each  one  is  headed  by  the 
name  of  James  Morgan.  (History  of  James  Morgan  and 
his  descendants.)

TLB  has  been  learned  of  Huldah  Orcutt,  of 
the  Orcutt  family,  the  wife  of  Arthur  Kings¬ 
bury  Humphrey,  except  that  she  was  born  in 
Hornellsville,  N.  Y.,  (afterwards  changed  to 
Hornell)  in  1822,  from  where  her  parents  migrated  to 
the  West  shortly  after  her  marriage  to  Arthur  Kingsbury 
Humphrey,  son  of  Arthur  Humphrey  and  Alithea  Morgan, 
in  Holland,  N.  Y.,  where,  at  the  time  of  her  marriage, 
in  1846,  she  was  visiting  a  sister,  Amelia  Norton,  wife 
of  Anson  Norton.  The  place  of  .her  marriage  is  a  short 

distance  from  the  Humphrey  homestead  and  is  in

perfect  state  of  preservation.  Huldah  Orcutt  moved 
with  her  family  to  Maquoketa,  Iowa,  in  i860;  died 
there  in  1870. 

Her  father’s  name  was  Luther  and  her  mother’s 
name  Amelia.  She  had  one  sister  and  four  brothers. 
No  information  can  be  obtained  of  any  of  them  with 
the  exception  of  Amelia,  the  wife  of  Anson  Norton, 
who  died  in  Maquoketa,  Iowa,  about  i860.

Isaac  Morgan  (fifth  family),  son  of  John  and 
Sarah  Cobb,  born  Jan.  5,  1750.

FIELD  GENEALOGY 


ROBABLY  one  of  the  most  complete  genealogies 
ever  written  is  that  of  the  Field  family  by 
Frederick  Clifton  Pierce,  of  Chicago,  published 
in  1901,  at  the  instigation  of  Marshall  Field, 
the  great  merchant  of  Chicago. 


In  his  book  he  traces  the  direct  descent  of  the  present 
Fields  back  to  the  middle  ages. 


Hubertus  de  la  Feld,  as  the  name  was  then  written, 
came  into  prominence  in  England  by  his  activity  in  the 
Battle  of  Blastings  in  1006.  Hubertus  migrated  to 
England  at  the  time  of  William,  the  Conquerer,  from 
Alsace-Lorraine,  and  his  name  appeared  enrolled  as  the 
owner  of  lands  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  in  1069. 

The  name  “de  la  Feld”  means  “land  on  which 
wood  has  been  felled.”  During  the  fourteenth  century, 
the  “de  la”  was  dropped  from  the  name. 

-Roger  Field,  born  Sowcrby,  England,  about  1240, 
was  a  direct  ancestor  of  John  Field,  the  great  astronomer. 

While  the  Field  genealogy  can  be  traced  to  the 
dates  mentioned,  for  the  purpose  of  this  genealogy,  wc 
will  start  with  William  Field,  born  in  Bradford,  England; 
he  had  a  son  Richard,  born  East  Ardsley,  England, 
married  Elizabeth.  They  had  a  son  John,  born  1525, 
at  Ardeslowe,  England;  he  married  Jane  Amyas;  and 
died  May,  15S7;  resided  at  Ardeslowe,  England. 
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“Although  John  Field  was  a  famous  astronomer, 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  pioneers  in  the  cause  of 
science  of  whom  England  can  boast,  his  memory  has 
been  almost  entirely  and  unjustly  neglected  by  his 
countrymen.’  *  Children:

In  1636,  moved 
to  Hartford,  Conn.,  his  residence  being  on  Sentinel  Hill, 
near  the  north  end  of  Main  Street.  At  this  time  he  was 
still  in  the  vigor  of  manhood  and  was  one  of  the  42  men 
furnished  by  Hartford  to  take  part  in  the  Pcquod  War. 
In  1659,  he  moved  to  Northampton,  where  he  engaged 
in  the  mercantile  business  and  had  a  large  trade  with  the 
Indians.  In  1663,  he  was  one  of  the  25  persons  who 
settled  in  Hatfield,  where  he  died  in  1666.  It  is  recorded 
that  among  his  descendants  arc  not  only  judges,  senators, 
congressmen,  clergymen,  lawyers,  and  physicians,  but  one 
Marshall  Field,  the  leadin  g  dry  goods  merchant  of  the 
world.  He  had  five  children,  the  third,  John,  born  164S, 
married  Mary  Edwards. 
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John  Field,  son  of  Zechariah  and  Mary,  born  1648 
in  Hartford,  Conn.,  married  Mary  Edwards,  born  Jan. 
20,  1650,  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Sarah  (Searl)

Lieut.  John  Field,  son  of  Zechariah  and  Sarah
